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At  last  the  ambition  of  many  classes  of  I.  C.  H.  S.  has  been  realized  with  the  win¬ 
ning  of  the  State  Football  Championship.  We  not  only  won  the  championship  but  also 
secured  revenge  on  many  of  our  old  rivals,  especially  Cedar  Rapids  who  was  the  only 
team  to  defeat  us  in  1916.  This  is  the  first  time  Iowa  City  has  won  the  football 
championship,  the  locals  losing  once  to  East  Des  Moines  and  once  to  Clinton  in  the 
final  game. 

When  the  call  for  candidates  was  issued  over  forty  men  reported  including  five 
monogram  men  from  the  year  before.  With  these  men  as  a  nucleus  and  much  promis- 
ing  material  on  hand  a  winning  team  was  looked  for.  The  first  game  was  with  Giin- 
nell  away  from  home  and  as  they  always  have  a  strong  team  the  result  seemed  doubtful, 
but  when  Klcos  tore  off  a  fifty-yard  run  on  the  first  play  there  was  no  longer  any 
question.  The  final  score  was  34  to  0.  The  following  week  West  Liberty  with  a 
team  of  old  and  experienced  men  was  defeated  28  to  0.  Clinton,  who  had  usually 
defeated  us  in  former  years,  was  defeated  by  the  largest  score  in  its  history  when  the 
Red  and  White  walloped  them  to  the  tune  of  67  to  0. 

The  Davenport  game  proved  to  be  the  hardest  of  the  season.  In  the  first  half  low  a 
City  had  a  hard  time  holding  their  heavier  opponents  in  the  middle  of  the  field  but 
held  like  a  stone  wall  when,  their  goal  was  in  danger.  In  the  third  quarter  wTith  the 
score  0  to  0,  Moore,  playing  right  end,  recovered  a  punt  on  Davenports  five-yard  line 
which  resulted  in  the  winning  touchdown  making  the  score  7  to  0.  West  Waterloo 
was  the  only  team  that  could  stop  our  backfield.  Iowa  City  should  have  scored  several 
times  but  the  muddy  field  slowed  up  our  men  who  could  not  dodge  without  falling 
down,  and  when  the  final  whistle  blew  the  score  was  tied  at  0-0.  The  following 
Saturday  Newton  was  defeated  26  to  6.  Two  of  our  backfield  men  were  taken  from 
the  field  on  account  of  injuries,  weakening  our  defense  and  allowing  Newton  to  score. 
The  next  week  over  three  hundred  rooters  and  the  band  accompanied  the  team  to 
Cedar  Rapids  and  showed  the  Orange  and  Rlack  some  real  pep.  In  the  fust  quaitei 
Kloos  received  a  punt  on  our  twenty-yard  line  and  ran  eighty  yards  through  the  entire 
Cedar  Rapids  team  for  a  touchdown.  Neither  team  scored  again  and  the  game  ended 
7  to  0.  Oskaloosa  was  next  defeated  14  to  7.  Their  score  came  in  the  last  few  min¬ 
utes  of  the  game  when,  backed  by  a  company  of  cadets  who  united  to  drown  out  the 
yells  of  the  Iowa  City  crowd  by  cheering  for  Oskaloosa,  they  put  over  a  touchdown. 
On  Thanksgiving  day,  Dubuque  arrived  with  the  firm  intention  of  defeating  the 
“Little  Hawks”  in  the  game  that  was  to  decide  the  championship  as  neither  team  had 
suffered  defeat,  but  when  the  smoke  of  battle  had  cleared  they  found  out  that  46 
points  had  been  scored  against  them  to  none  against  Iowa  City. 
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Hirt,  captain-elect,  was  the  heaviest  man  on  the  team.  “Fat”  held  down  the  center  position 
and  was  a  tower  of  strength  on  both  the  offense  and  defense,  opening  holes  in  the  opposing  line 
and  holding  like  a  stone  wall  on  the  defense,  very  few  gains  being  made  through  him.  His 
offensive  work  was  also  good  as  shown  in  the  Clinton  game  when  he  made  two  touchdowns  from 
blocked  punts. 

Darner  was  the  best  field  general  in  the  state.  His  ability  to  pick  the  right  plays  at  the  right 
time  was  one  of  the  main  reasons  for  the  success  of  the  team.  “Shorty”  was  a  sure  tackier,  hit¬ 
ting  low  and  hard,  and  never  failed  to  bring  down  his  man.  He  was  also  a  good  punter  and  was 
on  the  receiving  end  of  many  successful  forward  passes. 

Leinbaugh  usually  lined  up  against  the  biggest  man  on  the  opposing  team  but  in  no  game  was 
he  outplayed.  His  fighting  spirit  was  displayed  in  every  game,  especially  in  the  Davenport 
game  when  Davenport  was  in  a  position  to  score.  With  another  year  to  play  “Sonnie”  should  be 
one  of  the  best  linemen  in  the  state. 

Hedges  held  down  the  other  end  position.  Although  only  a  Sophomore  he  played  his  end  in 
such  a  way  that  few  gains  were  made  around  him.  He  was  a  sure  tackier  and  was  good  at  re¬ 
ceiving  passes  and  getting  down  under  punts.  With  two  more  years  to  play  John  should  develop 
into  a  wonderful  player. 

1  rumpp.  Whenever  two  or  three  yards  were  needed  for  a  first  down  Trumpp  was  usually 
called  upon  to  make  the  gain.  As  a  defensive  player  he  showed  at  his  best,  breaking  up  end 
runs  and  was.  always  in  every  play. 


Hay  playing  left  end  started  this  season  without  any  previous  experience,  but  by  his  fight  and 
heady  playing  gained  a  berth  over  heavier  and  more  experienced  men.  He  was  always  down 
under  punts  and  seldom  failed  to  get  his  man. 

Brown  was  also  a  light  man  but  could  always  be  relied  upon  to  carry  the  ball.  He  was  espe- 
cially  good  at  intercepting  passes  as  shown  in  the  Cedar  Rapids  game  when  he  twice  intercepted 
a  pass  and  carried  it  half  the  length  of  the  field. 

McElroy  was  always  able  to  spill  the  interference  on  end  runs  so  that  the  half  back  could  get 
the  man  with  the  ball.  He  played  his  best  in  the  Grinnell  game  when  he  stopped  every  end  run 
sent  around  his  end. 

Adams  fought  hard  and  consistently  all  season  and  never  failed  to  open  a  hole  for  the  back- 
field.  He  alternated  with  Kaufman  at  guard  and  was  in  every  play. 

Brigham  started  the  season  as  half  back  on  the  second  team  but  because  of  his  defensive  ability 
was  shifted  to  tackle  where  he  continued  to  play  a  great  game.  His  work  was  especially  note¬ 
worthy  in  the  Newton  game  when  he  repeatedly  broke  through  the  opposing  line  and  threw  the 
runner  for  a  loss. 

I  homann,  “Rosy",  playing  his  second  year  was  one  of  the  best  linemen  in  the  state.  He  could 
be  relied  upon  to  open  up  a  hole  when  most  needed  and  his  defensive  work  was  of  the  best,  few 
plays  being  directed  toward  him  after  the  first  attempt. 

Kaufman  with  his  160  pounds  of  beef  could  break  up  any  play  that  was  sent  against  him. 
When  he  was  playing  in  form  his  side  of  the  line  was  practically  impregnable.  With  another 
year  Ray  will  be  a  valuable  man. 

Moore  played  at  right  end  in  the  early  part  of  the  season.  He  was  unusually  light  for  an  end 
but  his  speed  and  fight  made  up  for  his  lack  in  weight.  He  will  long  be  remembered  by  his 
work  in  the  Davenport  game  when  he  recovered  a  blocked  punt  and  carried  it  to  the  one-yard 
line.  This  resulted  in  winning  the  game. 


Captain  Kloos  playing  his  third  year  was  without  a  doubt  the  best  all-around  football  player 
in  the  state.  Zip  was  one  of  the  lightest  men  on  the  team,  weighing  but  130  pounds,  but  this 
handicap  in  weight  was  more  than  made  up  by  his  fight  and  determination  to  win  displayed  at  all 
times.  In  no  game  did  he  fail  to  tear  off  runs  of  from  25  to  50  yards  and  in  the  Cedar  Rapids 
game  he  received  a  punt  on  the  twenty-yard  line  and  ran  through  the  entire  Cedar  Rapids  team 
for  a  touchdown.  He  also  did  the  punting  and  goal  kicking  after  touchdowns,  and  for  this  all- 
around  ability  was  selected  as  half  back  on  the  all-state  team.

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1  he  Basketball  1  earn  of  1918  established  a  record  that  has  never  been  approached 
by  any  former  Iowa  City  team,  except  probably  that  of  1917,  and  which  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  stand  out  for  some  time.  This  marks  the  second  Red  and  White  quintet 
which  has  entered  the  race  for  the  State  Championship  after  having  won  the  Sectional 
Tournament. 

Darner  and  Kloos  were  the  only  regulars  left  over  from  the  1917  team,  but  a  wealth 
of  material  from  last  year’s  second  team  was  present  to  make  up  the  deficiency.  The 
team  which  Coach  Souchek  picked  for  the  first  string  five,  after  a  few  changes,  devel¬ 
oped  remarkable  ability  and  tallies  indicated  that  the  latest  Iowa  City  tossers  would 
prove  no  mean  foe  to  any  championship  contender.  The  short-passing  game  again 
proved  to  be  successful  against  every  opponent  and  the  fine  teamwork  displayed  was  a 
feature  of  every  game. 

In  the  first  game  of  the  season,  against  Lone  Tree,  the  score  of  70  to  13  showed 
that  the  team  had  great  possibdities,  and,  as  results  show,  Mount  Pleasant  was  the 
only  team  not  defeated  by  Iowa  City.  Cedar  Rapids  was  defeated  twice  and  the  big 
giants  from  Sheffield,  who  were  pitted  against  the  Red  and  White  midgets  in  the  final 
game  of  the  Sectional  Tourney,  after  holding  a  five-point  lead  at  the  end  of  the  first 
half,  were  defeated  by  a  decisive  score  of  27  to  21  in  the  second  half.  This  is  an  ade¬ 
quate  example  of  the  remarkable  comeback  ability  of  the  team  which  was  displayed 
throughout  the  season. 

Undoubtedly,  a  record  such  that  the  teams  which  have  represented  Iowa  City  High 
have  made,  during  the  last  three  years,  has  never  been  equalled  and  much  credit  must 
be  given  to  our  Coach,  Physical  Director  Souchek,  for  the  success  attained  by  his  efforts 
during  the  past  seasons. 
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In  the  most  sensational  game  ever  played  on  the  S.  U.  I.  Armory  floor,  Mount 
Pleasant’s  luck  was  again  painfully  felt  by  the  Iowa  City  players,  and  the  boys  from 
the  Iowa  Wesleyan  town  won  the  State  Championship  by  a  one-point  margin.  Author¬ 
ities  agreed  that  Iowa  City  outplayed  the  visitors  during  the  entire  first  half,  prevent¬ 
ing  them  from  caging  a  single  field  goal.  Iowa  City  held  the  lead  until  about  two 
minutes  before  the  end  of  the  game,  when  Harshbarger  piled  in  some  miraculous  shots 
from  past  the  center  of  the  floor,  giving  the  Henry  County  boys  their  close  victory. 

New  Hampton  proved  easy  meat  for  the  Iowa  City  aggregation,  and  Cedar  Rapids, 
who  was  doped  to  be  one  of  the  final  contestants,  was  eliminated  in  the  semi-finals  by  a 
19  to  9  score. 

Referee  Birch’s  selection  for  the  All-State  five  included  Captain  Darner,  forward, 
and  Shimek,  guard.  Other  members  chosen  were  Greene,  forward,  Jensen,  center,  and 
Otteopby  (Indian),  guard.

In  the  Sectional  Tournament  held  at  Grinnell,  I.  C.  H.  S.  was  winner  after  defeat¬ 
ing  Davenport,  Grinnell,  Brooklyn  and  Sheffield.

T  he  Class  of  ’18  presented  A.  E.  W.  Mason’s  comedy,  “Green  Stockings,”  at 
the  Englert  Theatre.

The  Junior  play,  “The  Lion  and  the  Mouse,”  given  at  the  Englert  Theatre  on 
February  7th,  was  one  of  the  most  successful  plays  ever  put  on  by  the  Junior  class  of 
the  high  school.

Government  suppression  of  the  wireless  station  was  a  severe  blow  to  the  members  of 
the  Radio  Club,  nevertheless  they  were  not  to  be  discouraged  and  have  made  splendid 
progress.  Their  studies  have  been  mainly  along  the  lines  of  electrical  theory,  radio 
laws  and  regulation,  and  code  work.  Of  especial  interest  in  this  war  time  when  ef¬ 
ficient  government  operators  are  so  widely  sought,  is  the  code  practice  carried  on  by 
the  club.  In  this  part  of  the  work  many  of  the  members,  among  whom  are  several 
girls,  have  become  quite  proficient,  even  though  messages  may  not  be  transmitted  out¬ 
side  of  the  school.  A  new  test  buzzer  has  been  purchased,  which  with  regular  radio 
phones  has  much  stimulated  the  interest  of  the  club. 
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As  the  war  is  the  center  of  all  interest,  and  this  is  our  war  Annual,  it  is  only  fitting 
that  there  should  be  some  record  of  the  war  work  of  the  High  School. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty  students  in  the  High  School  belong  to  the  Junior  Red 
Cross;  seventy-four  Seniors,  forty- five  Juniors,  fifty- five  Sophomores,  seventy-two 
Freshmen,  fifty-eight  new  8-A’s  and  twenty-six  old  8-A’s.  Besides  the  membership  in 
the  Junior  Red  Cross,  nearly  one  hundred  students  of  the  High  School  have  joined  the 
Senior  Red  Cross.  Many  a  sweater,  muffler,  pair  of  wristlets  or  socks  made  by  the 
high  school  girls  is  now  keeping  some  soldier  warm,  “somewhere  in  America”  or 
“somewhere  in  France”.  The  girls  have  also  pledged  themselves  to  work  at  the  Red 
Cross  rooms  several  hours  a  week. 

Most  of  the  students  have  done  their  Red  Cross  work  after  school  hours,  but  the 
sewing  classes  are  doing  their  part  during  their  class  periods.  They  have  made  seven 
hospital  shirts,  twelve  dozen  triangular  bandages,  three  ten-tailed  bandages,  three  ab¬ 
dominal  binders,  thirty  bed  socks,  thirty-four  outing  bed  shirts,  twelve  muslin  bed 
shirts,  two  bathrobes,  fifty  abdominal  bandages,  eight  scultetus,  and  three  hundred  shot 
bags. 

Our  school  is  proud  of  its  honor  roll,  containing  the  names  of  eighty-four  of  its 
alumni  or  students.  Each  one  of  these  boys  has  been  sent  the  Red  and  White  all  year 
as  the  Staff’s  contribution  to  the  pleasure  of  our  soldiers. 

Literatae  has  worked  all  the  year  to  earn  money  and  now  she  is  the  proud  possessor 
of  a  Liberty  Bond.  The  Staff  of  the  Red  and  White  prepared  packages  of  stationery 
and  sold  them  at  a  small  profit.  The  money  earned  was  donated  to  the  Red  Cross. 
The  boys  have  contributed  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  war  fund  and  many  of  them  have  left 
school  to  work  on  farms  and  in  factories.  The  Latin  department  has  bought  books 
for  the  soldiers  and  the  whole  school  has  cooperated  with  them. 

Chief  among  the  war  activities  have  been  the  mixers  given  by  the  various  classes  as 
Red  Cross  benefits.  They  have  been  pleasurable  for  all  concerned  and  yet  have  helped 
us  to  feel  that  even  in  our  pleasure  we  are  not  forgetting  the  great  war  work.  Yes, 
even  our  Junior-Senior  was  affected  by  the  war  for  no  flowers  and  decorations  were 

allowed. 

In  the  future  we  hope  to  make  our  record  still  better  and  show  that  our  school  is 
truly  loyal.

The  Senior 
class  gave  their  party  as  a  Red  Cross  benefit.  The  Alpha  girls  entertained  the  Liter- 
atae  and  each  society  had  a  separate  party  of  its  own.  The  Science  Club  party  was  a 
great  success  as  were  the  parties  given  by  the  other  organizations.  Even  the  teachers 
had  parties,  where  it  is  said  the  ladies  taught  the  men  to  knit,  and  vice  versa. 

In  all  of  these  dancing  seemed  the  most  popular  form  of  amusement  but  several  times 
it  has  been  proven  that  you  can  enjoy  yourselves  immensely  in  many  other  ways. 

Every  one  connected  with  I.  C.  H.  S.  enjoyed  the  social  events  except  “Scout”  and 
he  decided  that  such  things  “are  just  bound  to  come”.  In  these  we  have  had  a  jolly 
good  time  the  whole  school  year  and  ’tis  known  that  these  things  will  not  be  forgotten. 
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To  hear  a  man  of  such  nation-wide  reputation  as  William  J.  Bryan  is  a  pleasure  not 
granted  to  the  pupils  of  Iowa  City  High  School  every  year,  but  last  fall  he  came  and 
gave  us  a  short  talk  full  of  helpful  suggestions. 

The  assemblies  as  a  whole  were  exceptionally  good,  being  both  interesting  and  in¬ 
structive.  All  through  the  football  season  short  “pep”  meetings  were  held  after  the 
regular  assemblies,  and  a  fine  school  spirit  was  developed  in  this  way.  All  the  members 
of  the  team  were  called  on  the  platform,  at  least  once,  to  say  a  word  or  two  (usually  a 
word),  and  several  of  the  teachers  gave  short  talks.  Besides  this  Senator  Hamill  and 
Mr.  John  Burianek,  President  of  the  People’s  Savings  Bank  of  Cedar  Rapids,  talked 
to  us.  Before  Christmas  a  patriotic  assembly  was  held  and  addressed  by  Miss  Knowles, 
Secretary  of  The  Home  Demonstrating  Committee,  and  Mrs.  Max  Mayer.
